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The amendment will not be entered because it raises both new matter and new 
issues. The 'cover ... elastically compress' the carbon nanotube is new matter. The 
cover may be considered as "compressing" the nanotube mesh (by bending the 
individual nanotubes), but not necessarily 'elastically compress' the nanotubes. There 
is no support for "elastically compress(ed)". 

The newly added limitations in claims 4 and 7, particularly, 'nanotubes extending 
from the floor and the side walls', raise new issue requiring further consideration. 
Response to arguments: the paragraph 28 quoted does not support "elastically 
compress(ed). It only describes the carbon nanotubes as having elasticity. 

In response to the argument that nanotubes axially compressed would jeopardize 
the integrity of the Noca nanotubes, it may please be noted that the primary reference is 
Dai; Noca is used only for the teaching of the channel and the cover; argument is not 
commensurate in scope with the rejection. Regarding claim 45, no particular steps are 
recited as argued; the claim recites separating, concentrating and/or filtering (all in the 
alternative!); Dai teaches filtration, which is also separation and concentration. 

Rest of the arguments are based on the added limitations, which are not entered; 
response to these arguments is differed until such time the claim amendments are 
entered.
